Joint  (Medical  Officer  of  Health)  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  reports  on  the 
health  of  the  three  constituent  authorities  of  the  Isle  of 
Sheppey  for  the  year  1952. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  for 
1962  shows  an  increase  in  the  Island  population  of  450  to 
27,290,  Sheerness  falling  by  410  but  Sheppey  Rural  increasing 
by  S00  and  Queenborough  by  60.  The  number  of  births  exceeded 
the  deaths  by  182. 

Details  of  vital  statistics  will  be  found  .in  Tables  I, 

II ,  and  III  showing  comparisons  with  recent  years  and  also  of 
10-year  periods  from  the  beginning  of  the  century  and  the 
12-year  period  from  1951  to  date. 

The  actual  number  of  births  was  higher  in  ail  three 
districts  than  for  several  years  and  the  total  of  528  is  the 
highest  since  1948.  The  estimated  corrected  birth  rate  for 
the  whole  Island  is  19.9  as  compared  with  18.0  for  England 
&  Wales.  The  births  were  almost  equally  divided  amongst  the 
sexes,  265  being  males  and  263  females  whereas  the  year  before 
males  exceeded  the  females  by  19.  The  percentage  of  illegitimal 
births  is  the  highest  since  1945  and  is  much  higher  than  recent 
figures . 

There  were  fewer  deaths  than  in  1961  -  346  as  compared 
with  360  -  and  the  corrected  death  rate  is  estimated  to  be 
11.9  for  the  Island,  the  same  as  for  the  whole  country. 
Queenborough  and  the  Rural  District  have  similar  rates,  12.7, 
but  Sheerness  has  a  below  normal  rate  of  11.0.  48/0  all  deaths 

were  due  to  heart  disease  and  associated  conditions  (the  same 
in  1961)  ,  2  376  to  all  forms  of  cancer  (18 °/o  in  1961)  and  16c/o 
(l37o)  to  respiratory  diseases.  Deaths  due  to  all  accidents 
decreased  from  16  to  10  (motor  vehicle  accidents  from  7  to  6 
and  other  accidents  from  9  to  4) . 

Although  the  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  Rural  District 
was  above  average,  both  Queenborough  and  Sheerness  had  low 
rates  and  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths  under  1  year  of 
age  was  11,  giving  a  rate  of  20.8  as  compared  with  a  new 
record  low  rate  of  21.4  for  the  whole  country.  The  average

_ung  cancer  since  lyui,  the  1962  total  being  17  as  compared 
with  18 ,  23  and  20  in  the  preceding  three  years.  17  represents 
1  in  20  ox  all  deaths,  about  1  in  14  of  all  males  and  1  in  50 

of  females. 


There  were  few  infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  there 
being  more  dysentery  than  any  other  disease  .and  although  one 
case  of  typhoid  was  notified  in  the  district,  for  the  first 
[time  in  several  years  there  was  not  one  case  of  food  poisoning 
Section  41  of  the  Public  health  Act  1961,  which  enables 
[suspect  carriers  of  food  poisoning  diseases  to  be  excluded 
from  work  with  compensation,  was  used  on  two  occasions. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox  received  a  boost  during  the 
lyear  for  an  unfortunate  reason,  persistent  outbreaks  of  the 
[disease  in  Yorkshire  and  in  Wales  and  suspected  cases  in  the 
(South-east  causing  many  unvaccinated  persons  to  acquire 
?otection.  Levels  of  im  .uni sat ion  against  Poliomyelitis, 
piphtheria  and  Whooping  Gough  were  again  maintained. 

There  were  3  deatns  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
|(as  compared  with  5  in  1961)  2  from  pulmonary  and  1  from  the 
lion-pulmonary  form.  ReCv  "notifications  numbered  only  6,  the 
feame  as  the  year  before.

Ire  given  on  pages  12,  13  and  14. 


Perhaps  the  item  of  major  importance  during  the  year  has 
leen  the  meeting  of  the  three  authorities  to  discuss  future 
lewage  disposal  and  the  r ecommendation  to  centralise  the 
ischarge  from  one  point  at  West  Minster  which  in  the  past 
las  given  rise  to.no  nuisance.  This  may  not  be  the  ideal 
lethod  but  at  least  will  moan  the  cessation  of  crude  sewage 
|utfalls  close  to  the  shore  at  Queenbo rough  and  an  unsatisfactor 
'fluent  on  to  the  beach  at  Scrapsgate. 
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The  position  on  regrouping. the  Sheppey  Water  Board  with 
Medway  Water  Board  and  the  undertaking  of  the  Sittingbourne 
&  Milton  Urban  District  Council  has  been  clarified  during  the 
past  year  by  the  Minister  indicating  his  intention  of  bringing 
this  about  by  a  Ministerial  Order.  Work  has  proceeded  on 
securing  adequate  future  supplies  for  the  Board's  area  by 
means  of  bulk  supplies  from  the  mainland.  The  Medway  Water 
Board's  Belmont  Scheme  from  which  this  supply  will  be  derived 
has  proceeded  according  to  schedule.  The  Board  has  laid  the 
final  2§  miles  of  18"  diameter  main  to  connect  the  existing 
trunk  main  to  the  Medway  Water  Board's  trunk  mains  from  the 
Belmont  Scheme. 

Sampling,  Engineer  &  Manager  of  the 
Sheppey  Water  Board,  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  assistance 
at  all  times,  also  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  my  clerical 
staff  for  the  smooth  running  of  the  department.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Queenbo rough  during  the  year  1962. 

The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  for  mid  1962  was  3,080  an  increase  of  60 
over  the  year  before. 

There  were  74  births  registered,  the  highest  for  the 
past  40  years  except  for  1946  and  1948  in  which  74  and  75 
were  recorded.  The  corrected  birth  rate  per  1,000  population 
was  24.5  as  compared  with  18.0.  for  the  whole  of  the  country. 

35  deaths  were  registered,  1  more  than  in  1961  and  this 
is  the  average  figure  over  the  past  10  years.  The  crude 
death  rate  was  11.4  but  corrected  for  purposes  of  comparison 
is  12.7  whilst  for  England  Cz  7/ales  it  is  11.9. 

There  was  only  1  infant  death  and  thus  the  infant 
mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  13.5  is  below  the 
average;  for  England  &  Tales  a  new  lowest  ever  rate  of 
21.4  was  recorded. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY 


A  major  improvement  of  supplies  to  the  whole  of  the  Borough  m 
effected  "by  the  discontinuance  of  a  direct  supply  from  Rushenden 
pumping  station,  waters  from  this  supply  now  being  diverted  to 
Wallend  pumping  station  for  treatment  and  softening.  This  has 
eliminated  complaints  of  "dirty!l  water  and  the  possibility  of 
"bloodworms"  infesting  the  system. 

The  domestic  consumption  shows  virtually  no  change  but  a 
considerable  increase  in  trade  consumption  has  followed  Messrs. 
Abbott  Laboratories  Ltd. ,  coming  into  full  production. 

The  estimated  total  consumption  was  73  million  gallons, 
representing  65  gallons  per  Lead  per  day,  35  gallons/head/day 
domestic  and  30  g/h/d  industrial  supplies.  The  whole  of  the  area 
is  supplied  by  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewage  flows  by  gravitation  to  two  main  outfalls  in  South 
Street  and  the  Chalk  Wharf.  It  is  stored  at  these  points  and 
released  with  the  ebb  tide  by  manually  operated  valves. 


As  I  have  mentioned  before,  if  this  discharge  of  untreated 
does  not  coincide  with  a  strong  ebb  tide,  then  a  nuisance 
can  arise  in  the  Creek  and  the  vicinity  of  the  outfalls.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Sheerness  for  the  year  1962. 

Once  again  the  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the 
population  to  have  fallen,  this  year  by  410  to  13,620,  although 
the  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  was  as  high  as  S3  or  double  the  1361  figure.  278 
births  were  registered  which  was  13  higher  than  the  average 
over  the  past  ten  years  and  with  the  smaller  population  figure 
the  crude  birth  rate  is  20.4  which  is  the  highest  since  1948. 

The  corrected  rate  for  comparison  with  other  districts  is  20.8 
as  compared  with  18.0  for  the  whole  of  the  country. 

183  deaths  were  registered,  slightly  below  average  and 
the  rate  per  1,000  population  is  13.4.  The  corrected  rate 
however  is  11.0  and  compares  favourably  with  11.9  for  England 
&  Wales  and  is  also  lower  than  the  adjoining  districts. 

Although  the  number  of  births  increased,  infant  deaths 
under  the  age  of  one  year  were  again  lower.  There  were  only 
3,  a  figure  which  was  equalled  in  1949  and  1956  but  has  never 
been  bettered.  As  the  numbers  of  births  in  those  particular 
years  were  lower  than  in  1962  the  infant  mortality  rate  of 
10.8  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  town.  Since  1951  the 
average  for  Sheerness  has  been  24.8.  1962  established  a  nev/ 

low  record  of  21.4  for  England  &  Wales. 

There  were  not  many  cases  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  but  one  of  them  was  a  Typhoid  which  happily  did  not 
endanger  the  rest  of  the  public. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  no  Clearance  Areas, 
Demolition  Orders  or  Closing  Orders  were  made  during  the  year 
although  39  houses  were  demolished  as  a  consequence  of  earlier 
orders.  Figures  given  in  Section  V  on  Housing  show  that  13cp 
of  the  town  has  been  renewed  in  the  past  12  years  and  an  almost 
equal  amount  built  to  cope  with  housing  shortage. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Jacob,  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  his 
duties  and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  help  and  consideration  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  case  notified  in  this  district,  two 
were  notified  elsewhere,  one  of  these  being  a  resident.  As 
soon  as  information  of  this  case  was  received  from  a  mainland 
hospital,  investigations  were  made  and  showed  that  the  patient, 
family,  relatives  and  friends  totalling  10  persons  had  cooked 
and  eaten  cookies  collected  by  themselves  from  Scrapsgate.

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2.  TUBERCULOSIS 

In  1961  three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  but  in  1962  there  were  only 
two  cases.  In  addition  no  deaths  were  registered. 

There  was  one  new  case  of  the  non-pulmonary  form  (kidneys) 
but  no  deaths.  This  is  the  first  case  since  1958.

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SECTION  V 


HOUSING 


1.  Provision  of  accommodation 

18  two-bedroomed  flats  at  Laurel  House  were  completed 
and  occupied  in  January. 

The  special  scheme  St.  George's  Court  of  30  flats  for 
aged  persons,  together  with  a  flat  for  resident  Warden, 
recreation  and  laundry  rooms,  was  also  completed  and  occupied 
in  January  and  this  has  proved  so  successful  that  during  the 
year  the  Council  decided  on  a  further  scheme  for  housing  aged 
persons  and  its  preparation  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of 
1962. 


The  completion  of  3  blocks  of  flats  (a  total  of  30)  in 
Blue  Town  named  Cornwallis,  Kingfisher  and  Dolphin  Houses  at 
Sheppey  Street  and  East  Lane  took  place  early  in  the  summer 
and  included  the  Council's  1,000th  post-war  housing  unit. 

Construction  of  20  houses  on  the  No.  7  site  in  New  Road 
and  Nelson  Close  made  good  progress  until  shortly  before 
Christmas  when  the  exceptionally  hard  and  prolonged  winter 
delayed  completion  of  the  scheme  and  only  6  were  completed 
in  1952. 

2.  Housing  needs 

A  survey  of  aged  persons'  applications  was  made  in  the 
autumn  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  Council  decided  to  prepare 
the  further  scheme  to  which  reference  has  been  made  already. 

Housing  applications  arise  chiefly  from  young  families 
without  a  separate  home  but  there  has  been  some  increase  in 
applications  from  occupants  of  decontrolled  properties  arising 
from  evictions.  To  assist  new  industries  the  Council  undertook 
the  housing  of  their  key-workers. 

3.  Slum  clearance 

The  completion  of  flats  in  Laurel  House,  Short  Street  and 
Cornwallis,  Kingfisher  and  Dolphin  Houses,  Blue  Town  enabled 
progress  to  be  made  in  rehousing  74  persons  in  28  families 
from  confirmed  clearance  areas  and  individual  unfit  houses.

In  the  years  1946-1962  the  Council  built  1,010  houses 
and  flats  and  purchased  45.  Pre-war  there  were  334  Council 
houses.  The  excess  of  new  building  over  slum  clearance 
replacements  met  the  general  shortage  of  houses  at  the  end 
of  the  war. 

In  addition  to  the  5r  acres  of  undeveloped  sites  there 
are  some  additional  vacant  sites  where  demolition  took  place 
before  or  during  the  war. 

Except  for  one  closing  order  the  properties  in  the  slum 
clearance  programme  were  situated  in  the  Mile  Town  and 
Blue  Town  districts.  There  are  some  further  properties  which 
will  require  clearance  and  representations  on  these  will  be 
made  in  the  future  but  the  numbers  involved  are  not 
considerable . 


There  is  a  need  for  a  housing  survey  of  the  remaining 
properties  in  the  town,  approximately  three-quarters  of  which 
are  of  pre-1914  construction,  to  ascertain  their  condition 
and  the  extent  to  which  they  lack  the  amenities  for  which 
improvement  grants  are  obtainable.

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SECTION  VI 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


1.  The  construct ion  of  two  "Supermarkets"  was  completed  during 
the  year,  in  each  case  'ey  the  demolition  of  existing  "business 
premises  in  the  central  shopping  area  and  rebuilding  on  the 
sites.  These  have  not  only  provided  modern  shopping  facilities 
for  customers  but  have  improved  the  conditions  under  which  food 
is  stored  and  prepared  before  sale. 

The  premises  referred  to  in  last  year*  s  report  in  the  town 
area  in  poor  structural  condition  continued  to  be  used  but  it 
is  anticipated  that  alternative  premises  may  be  available  in 
1963. 

The  need  for  constant  vigilance  by  food  handlers  is 
indicated  by  complaints  occasionally  received.  In  1962  complaints 
included  mildew  on  wrapped  meat  pies  through  the  shelf  life  being 
exceeded,  fly  contamination,  and  one  of  glass  in  imported  cheese. 
One  complaint  was  referred  to  the  County  Pood  &  Drugs  Authority, 
and  one  to  other  local  authorities  in  whose  areas  the  manufacturer 
and  wholesaler  were  situated;  in  a  third  case  the  retailer  was 
cautioned,  the  complainant  being  unwilling  to  bo  a  witness  at 
proceedings . 

One  sample  of  tinned  salmon  alleged  on  complaint  from  a 
purchaser  to  contain  glass  fragments  proved  to  be  crystals  of 
struvito  -  magnesium  ammonium  xAiosphate  which  were  harmless, 
formed  from  the  natural,  constituents  of  the  salmon,  nevertheless 
the  receipt  of  the  complaint  was  appreciated  and  indicated  the 
high  standard  rightly  demanded  by  the  consumer. 

2 .  MII1C  SUPPLY 

The  dairy  in  the  district  containing  pasteurising  plant, 
bottle  washer  and  refrigerated  store  room  was  improved  by  the 
erection  of  a  screen  dividing  the  bottle  washing  from  the 
pasteurising  plant.  In  addition  redecoration  was  carried  out 
and  improved  washing  facilities  for  employees  were  provided. 
Comment  must  be  made  of  the  difficulty  facing  dairies  arising 
from  the  failure  of  some  persons  to  rinse  and  return  milk 
bottles  promptly  and  the  illegal  use  of  them  for  other  purposes. 

4-8  samples  of  milk,  24-  pasteurised  and  24  sterilised,  all 
passed  the  prescribed  tests. 
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3.  ICE  CREAM 

Results  from  the  sampling  of  ice  cream  again  indicated 
the  constant  need  for  care  in  retailing  and  as  in  previous 
years  sampling  was  concentrated  on  hulk  supplies  at  the  point 

of  sale. 

15  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  the  following  results 

8  grade  1;  3  grade  2;  2  grade  3;  2  grade  4. 

Advice  given  on  grades  3  and  4  resulted  in  improved 
grading  on  subsequent  samples. 

4.  INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS

at  Chatham  and  Canterbury.  The  transport  and  handling  of  meat 
was  satisfactory.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Sheppey  Rural  District  during  1962. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  for  mid  1962  was  10,590,  an  increase 
of  800  over  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

176  births  were  registered,  the  highest  figure  since 
1948  but  the  corrected  rate  per  1,000  population  was  17.6 
as  compared  with  18.0  for  the  whole  country. 

There  were  128  deaths  giving  a  corrected  death  rate  of 
12.7  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  England  &  Wales  rate 

of  11.9. 


7  of  the  deaths  were  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
higher  number  than  for  many  years  and  the  infant  mortality 
’ate  for  the  year  is  therefore  39.3  per  1,000  live  births  as 
lompared  with  a  record  low  rate  for  the  whole  country  of  21.  ^ 


There  was  no  large  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  except 


:or  24  cases  of  Dysentery  but  there  were  no  cases  of  Food 
-oisoning  throughout  the  whole  year. 


The  Council  considered  and  agreed  to  the  setting  up  of 
b  separate  Public  Health  Department  to  be  operative  from  the 
1st  April,  1963.

8 .  INFANT  MORTALITY 

A  big  increase  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  from  2  to  7 
resulted  in  a  rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  39.8  as  compared  with 
21.4  for  the  whole  country.  Small  populations  of  course  produce 
accentuated  fluctuations  in  such  rates  and  a  more  correct  picture 
is  obtained  by  taking  an  average  which  in  the  12  years  since  1951 
has  been  the  more  satisfactory  figure  of  24.7.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


Only  43  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year,  8  Measles  as  compared  with  401  and  1  Whooping  Cough  against 
36  in  1961.  Scarlet  Fever  was  again  almost  absent,  only  2  cases 

occurring. 


Exactly  one  half  of  the  total  cases  were  Dysentery  which, 
except  for  one  instance,  occurred  among  young  children  in  the 
lalfway  area  during  two  or  three  weeks  at  the  end  of  May  and  the 
beginning  of  June.  As  so  often  happens  with  Sonne  Dysentery  it 
<vas  not  possible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  outbreak.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  major  improvement  work  in  the  area  is  the  replacement  of 
a  further  section  of  the  ring  main  along  Warden  Road,  Eastchurch. 
The  whole  of  the  distribution  system  in  the  area  has  been 
considerably  extended  in  total  from  an  aggregate  of  small  main 
extensions  to  meet  building  development  by  individuals  and  estate 
developers „ 

The  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  is  estimated  at  209 
m.g.  Allowing  for  residents,  resident  and  non-resident  visitors 
this  approximates  to  45.8  gallons/head/day  of  which  42.6  g/h/d 
was  estimated  as  domestic  consumption  3.2  g/h/d  estimated  as  non¬ 
domestic  consumption.

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10.  PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS 

There  is  only  one  swimming  hath  in  the  area  open  to  the 
general  public  and  this  is  at  the  Warden  Bay  Holiday  Camp.  The 
hath  is  filled  at  the  start  of  the  season  with  mains  water 
which  is  purified  hy  a  continuous  process  of  filtration, 
chlorination  and  aeration  and  a  regular  check  on  chlorination 
is  made  hy  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  There  are  also  three 
private  swimming  pools  owned  hy  holiday  camps.  Five  samples 
of  pool  waters  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  were  satisfactory. 

By claws  with  respect  to  Swimming  Baths  and  Bathing  Pools 
which  are  not  under  the  Council's  management  were  made  under 
Section  233  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  are  in  force. 

11 .  MORTUARY 

A  nominal  fee  is  paid  annually  to  the  Medway  &  Gravesend 
Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  use  of  mortuary  facilities 
at  the  Sheppey  General  Hospital.

6.  SHELLFISH 


Metal  notices  displayed  at  eight  sites  between  Barton's 
Point  and  Warden  Point  warn  the  public  of  the  danger  of 
eating  cockles  collected  from  the  foreshore  and  notices  of 
the  Port  of  London's  Shellfish  Regulations  are  also  exhibited 
at  these  sites. 


In  spite  of  these  notices,  however,  many  local  people 
continue  to  collect  these  shellfish  for  their  own  use  and  it 
is  not  possible  to  prevent  this  so  long  as  they  do  not  sell 
them.  They  are  aware  of  the  risk  but  their  appreciation  of 
the  delicacy  outweighs  this. 


In  1956  two  cases,  of  Typhoid  were  definitely  traced  to 
these  cockles,  in  1959  one  case  occurred  which  was  traced  to 
the  cockles  but  noT  proved  and  this  year  three  cases  all 
followed  home  cooking  and  eating  of  those  cockles.  These 
cases  occur  when  the  cockles  are  insufficiently  cooked  and 
the  typhoid  organism  not  killed  or  by  re-contamination  from 
hands,  shells  or  utensils  after  cooking. 

There  is  occasional  collection  of  cockles  from  the 
Scrapsgate  area  for  commercial  use.  These  are  treated  at 
Leigh  by  approved  processes  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
Df  the  Port  of  London  Health  Authority . 

7 .  BAKEHOUSES 

There  is  only  one  bakehouse  in  the  district  and  this  is 
)perated  satisfactorily.
